Washington, D. C., Oct. 29.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Protection for American: lives 
and property in Damascus and all 
parts of Syria has been asked of the 
French\government in representations 
made by Ambassador Herrick in Paris, 
it was learned here today. 

It was also hinted in official circles 
here that as soon as a statement of 


, the losses suffered by Americans dur- 


ing the bombardment of Damascus by 
the French last week are sent to this 
country, reparation for the damage 
done will be asked of the French gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Herrick was instructed to make 
representations to the French minis- 
ter of foreign affairs immediately upon 


| the receipt of information that Ameri- 


can lives had been imperilled and prop- 
erty destroyed during the bombard- 
ment. 

Only French Warned. 

Some time ago the state department 
ordered two destroyers to Alexander, 
Egypt. At the present time there are 
approximately 150 Americans in Dam- 
ascus and about 1,050 in Syria. 

Reports received here disclose that 
French nationals were the only people 
warnéd of the approachment bombard- 


ment. The French were removed from 
the region to be attacked and as soor. 


as they had reached barricaded posi- 
tions, the French attack began without 


any warning or further notice.
